Academy 
is put in 
to special 
measures 

AN ACADEMY has been 
put into special measures 
after inspectors said some 
standards were ‘well below’ 
national levels after it con¬ 
verted from a school. 

Just four years ago High 
Areal School, in Sedgley, 
was classed as an ‘outstand¬ 
ing’ school, led by superhead 
Jo Manson. 

The academy, in High 
Areal Drive, was held up 
to be a role model for oth¬ 
ers and supported failing 
schools. It converted into an 
academy in December 2011 
but Ofsted said standards 
had plummeted. 

Mrs Manson has hit back 
saying High Areal was bet¬ 
ter than the inspection sug¬ 
gests and that inspectors 
failed to look beyond exam 
results to its important com¬ 
munity role. 

More than 1,200 pupils 
are taught at the academy, 
which is now subject to reg¬ 
ular monitoring by Ofsted 
inspectors. 

Inspector Elizabeth 
Cooper lead a team of five 
on a visit to High Areal in 
December and found pupils’ 
achievements, the quality of 
teaching, the leadership and 
management inadequate. 

Mrs Manson said: “I’m 
very confident the standard 
of education we’re providing 
is already much better than 
the inspection suggests. We 
are making real progress .” 

College gets 
a new boss 

A SENIOR transport boss 
has been chosen to take 
over one of the West Mid¬ 
lands’s biggest colleges. 

Andrew Cleaves, a Na¬ 
tional Express senior execu¬ 
tive, will step into the shoes 
of Dame Christine Braddock 
DBE, at Birmingham Met¬ 
ropolitan College from May, 
to become its new principal 
and chief executive. 

Dame Christine had pre¬ 
sided over Birmingham 
Metropolitan College’s take¬ 
over of Stourbridge College 
and built up its reputation 
for working with business. 


FREE PARKING AT 
MERRY Hill VOW 


THE new owners of Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre have pledged to keep 
free car parking. 

That could lead to a row with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, which has made it clear it will not permit 
any expansion of Merry Hill without parking 
charges being imposed. 


Dudley Council leader Cor 
there is to be an expansion 
of Merry Hill beyond its 
existing planning permits 
then charges have to be in¬ 
troduced.” 

But Mike Butterworth, 
chief operating office of new 
owners Intu, said: “We are 
committed to maintaining 
that free car parking. It’s 
very important to the cen¬ 
tre that we make it easy for 
people to get there and free 
parking is part of that.” 

Ambitious 

It currently offers 10,000 
free spaces at the Brierley 
Hill mall complex. 

Property firm Intu will 
run Merry Hill after buying 
the half share previously 
owned by Westfield for 
£407.7 million last week. 
It has ambitious plans to 
increase leisure and res¬ 
taurant facilities to make 
Merry Hill more of a family 
day out destination. 

After spending his early 
years in and around Wolver¬ 
hampton, Mr Butterworth 
is no stranger to the Black 
Country and the Merry Hill 
centre. 

But he is aware that Intu 
has a job ahead of it to bring 
Merry Hill up to the stand¬ 
ard of the UK’s top shop¬ 
ping centres. 

“I used to live in Wol¬ 
verhampton so I’ve become 
pretty familiar with Merry 
Hill over the years. I think 
its certainly true that Merry 
Hill used to be better than 
it is today.

“I think there are things 
that can be done to the lei¬ 
sure and catering areas to 
make it a lot more attractive 
as a family day out, which is 
what we are after. 

“We see Merry Hill as 
joining a stable that in¬ 
cludes the Trafford Centre, 
Lakeside in West Thurrock, 
Sheffield’s Metro Centre.” 

He added: “It is early days 
yet, and we are still working 
out the details but talking to 
the council is the first thing 
on our list, followed by the 
retailers.” 

Meanwhile, parking 
spaces will be created in 
Dudley town centre follow¬ 
ing demands from traders. 

The former Stone Street 
car park was transformed 
into a public square a decade 
ago in an £800,000 project 
but traders have long called 
for the return of spaces in 
that part of town, saying 
footfall has suffered. 

The council has an¬ 
nounced plans for 10 new 
on-street parking spaces 
adjacent to Stone Street 
Square. 

That comes just a few 
weeks after the council 
announced it will borrow 
money to build a £2.5 mil¬ 
lion multi-storey car park 
with 250 spaces in nearby 
Tower Street.

THE works of William 
Shakespeare have inspired 
pupils to take to the stage 
and dress as characters 
from his plays. 

Children from Glynne 
Primary School, Kingswin¬ 
ford, have been getting to 
grips with the plays of the 
world’s best known bard 
with the help of London 
based theatre group West 
End Productions 

The day-long workshop at 
the school in Cot Lane was 
part of a national govern¬ 
ment backed scheme to get 
children more involved with 
his work from an early age 
and was held during a week- 
long celebration of the play¬ 
wright. 

Confidence 

Deputy headteacher 
Tracy Powell said: “I think 
it’s really important that 
the work of one of Britain’s 
greatest is taught from a 
young age in school. It’s 
given the children a lot of 
confidence and helped given 
them a greater understand¬ 
ing of history and improved 
their English.” 

Actor David Baker, a 
member of the production 
company, taught the pu¬ 
pils from years five and six 
about Shakespeare’s works 
and taught them to perform 
scenes from A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream. They even 
had an opportunity to dress 
up as some of the characters 
including the bewitched 
donkey-headed fool, Bottom. 

“Drama is an excellent 
tool for bringing people out 
of their shell,” said Mrs 
Powell. 


Scheme 
to build 
80 homes 
near canal 

UP to 80 homes could be 
built on the edge of Stour¬ 
bridge town centre after 
outline proposals were sub¬ 
mitted to planners. 

Quadrant Land Partner¬ 
ship wants permission to 
create the development on 
land at Lowndes Road and 
Bradley Road, near Stour¬ 
bridge canal. 

Council officers have rec¬ 
ommended outline plans 
be approved subject to con¬ 
ditions, when they are dis¬ 
cussed by Dudley Council’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee on Monday. 

The houses would be built 
on a six-hectare stretch 
of land near to the his¬ 
toric Foster and Rastrick 
foundry, which is being con¬ 
verted and refurbished into 
a medical centre. 

Details of the layout of the 
development and the style of 
the new homes would be the 
subject of a further planning 
application in the future. 

Council officials said 77 
letters had been sent out to 
neighbouring properties. 

One response has been re¬ 
ceived from Vee Bee Ltd, a 
company near the site. They 
requested information on 
the implications for noises 
at their premises, so it does 
not jeopardize future opera¬ 
tions at the firm. 

Part of the River Stour is 
within the site and would be 
engineered to make it a bet¬ 
ter habitat for wildlife.

Boost for anti-waste site campaign 


LEADERS of a campaign against a 
waste plant have been given a role 
in a planning inquiry which will de¬ 
cide on the controversial project. 

Members of Brierley Hill SNOW 
(Say NO to Waste site) say the 
granting of full party status at the 
inquiry is a ‘big step Toward’ in their 
campaign. 

It will mean the group will be 
able to put their case forward to of¬ 


ficers from the Planning Inspector¬ 
ate, who will decide at the hearing 
in June if the waste scheme goes 
ahead. 

Appealed 

The proposal by Clean Powers 
Properties is for a plant off Moor 
Street in Brierley Hill. The scheme 
was thrown out by Dudley Council, 
but the firm has since appealed. 


Last week SNOW submitted 761 
letters and a petition with 309 sig- 
nitures against the plan. 

They fear the proposals, if they 
get the go-ahead,will cause a smell 
and create traffic chaos. But the 
firm deny this and say it will create 
jobs 

Campaign spokesman Tim Lee, 
63, of Seagers Lane, said: “It’s a re¬ 
ally big step forward. We will now 


be able to cross-examine Clean Pow¬ 
er’s witnesses, and to fully address 
the inspector. 

“We believe that being allowed 
full party status will give us the best 
opportunity to present the commu¬ 
nity’s case.” 

The campaign group is putting 
the finishing touches to its formal 
statement. 


Residents' parking 
permit plans scrapped 


PERMIT schemes which could have seen 
residents paying nearly £100 a year to park 
on streets outside their homes has been 
scrapped following a wave of objections. 

Dudley Council was looking to roll out the introduction of 
parking permits on a trial basis on streets around Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital and in Stourbridge’s Old Quarter. 

Residents have long complained about cars clogging 


Protest over 
closure of 
day centre 

USERS of a mental health 
support service have held a 
protest against plans for its 
closure. 

Dove House is based on 
the grounds of Dudley’s 
Bushey Fields Hospital, 
which is staffed and sup¬ 
ported by independent men¬ 
tal health charity Dudley 
Mind. The centre provides 
a range of day activities and 
also serves as a meeting 
place. 

But earlier this month 
charity bosses said the ser¬ 
vice will shut from mid- 
May, and a new programme 
called Empowering Recov¬ 
ery In the Community will 
start there on June 1. 

Regular users staged a 
protest outside the centre 
last Thursday. They have 
also organised a petition, 
calling for it to be kept open 
as it is, which they plan to 
hand to Dudley Council. 

Drop-in facilities will con¬ 
tinue to run at other loca¬ 
tions, such as community 
centres, and peer support 
groups will be started. A 
weekly advice and support 
surgery is also going to be 
offered for people who might 
otherwise have raised their 
concerns with the drop-in 
staff. But current users say 
the proposed services will 
not meet their needs.

But a consul¬ 
tation carried out by the 
authority revealed lack of 
support for the scheme. 

Survey 

The survey, carried out 
over a three-week period, 
showed 712 responses had 
been received from a pos¬ 
sible 2,041 in Stourbridge 
— a return of just 35 per 
cent — and 85 per cent of 
those who responded said 
they would not support the 
scheme without a guaran¬ 
teed car parking space. 

In Russells Hall, 162 re¬ 
sponses were received from 
a possible 721. Figures 
showed 59 per cent were in 
support of the scheme but 
86 per cent would not sup¬ 
port it without a guaranteed 
parking space. 

When asked if they would 
be willing to pay for the 
parking permits at a cost of 
£95, 90 per cent of Stour¬ 
bridge residents said no 
along with 94 per cent in 
Russells Hall. 

Residents said the cost 
of the permit was too high 
and believed traffic calming 
measures would be better. 

Dudley Council said the 
scheme would only have 
been introduced on a trial 
basis if 80 per cent or more 
of the residents in each area 
were in agreement. The au¬ 
thority confirmed that nei¬ 
ther scheme would now go 
ahead.

More cash 
going to 
maternity 
services 

HOSPITALS in the Mid¬ 
lands are to get over 
£lmillion to improve ma¬ 
ternity units, it has been 
announced. 

It comes after a baby 
boom in the region has seen 
health chiefs having to cope 
with thousands of extra 
births in recent years. 

Russell’s Hall Hospital, 
part of the Dudley Groups of 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, will get a £41,000 to 
improve the care of women 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems and those with sick 
babies or experiencing be¬ 
reavement. 

Other hospital trusts in 
the region which will re¬ 
ceive extra funding include 
Birmingham Women’s NHS 
foundation Trust which will 
receive £155,756 to enhance 
the midwife-led unit and 
delivery suite areas. New 
Cross in Wolverhampton 
is receiving £12,000 to up¬ 
grade facilities which sup¬ 
ports counselling. 

A total of £10 million has 
been earmarked by the Gov¬ 
ernment to 63 NHS trusts 
across the country. 

Maternity Minister Dr 
Dan Poulter said: “Making 
sure families receive a good 
experience when having 
a baby in NHS maternity 
units is a top priority for 
me, as both a doctor and a 
health minister.” 

Staff foiled 
shop robbery 

THREE masked raiders 
were foiled in a robbery on a 
convenience shop when staff 
wrestled back stolen cash 
from them and chased them 
out of the Co-operative Food 
store in Wall Heath. 

The robbers escaped by 
jumping into a waiting car, 
a silver Ford Mondeo, which 
then sped away. The at¬ 
tempted robbery took place 
at the store in Albion Pa¬ 
rade just after 10am Friday. 

The robbers emptied cash 
into a bucket, which was 
wrestled from them by a 
member of staff. Another, 
who tried to block their 
path, suffered bruising.

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Decision 
is due on 
college's 
crossing 

A CROSSING which would 
be used by hundreds of col¬ 
lege students every day has 
been earmarked for approv¬ 
al, despite concerns from 
residents. 

Plans have been submit¬ 
ted by Dudley College for 
the puffin crossing to be in¬ 
stalled along the The Broad¬ 
way, Dudley, between the 
college’s new Evolve campus 
and The Broadway campus. 

Route 

Dudley Council’s devel¬ 
opment control committee 
will discuss the scheme on 
Monday. 

They deferred making a 
decision in January for more 
information to be gathered 
on the impact a crossing 
along the busy route. 

The college wants the 
crossing in place to provide 
a safe pedestrian route for 
students and staff. 

But 10 objections had 
been received from resi¬ 
dents living nearby. They 
are concerned the crossing 
would disrupt the flow of 
traffic along the Broadway 
and say students should in¬ 
stead be encouraged to use 
existing crossings. 

In a report to the commit¬ 
tee, officers said the crossing 
would not have any impact 
on the character of the area 
or homes nearby. 

Bid to knock 
down old inn 

AN application has been 
made to demolish a 14th 
century pub and replace it 
with eight homes. 

The Swan Inn, Sedgley 
Road, Woodsetton, is still 
trading but a planning ap¬ 
plication has been lodged to 
knock it down. 

Submitted to Dudley 
Council by KC Humpher- 
son, the plan would see eight 
two-bedroom homes built on 
site of the coach inn. 

Ward councillor Adam 
Aston said: “I think any pub 
being demolished, particu¬ 
larly an old one, is sad news. 

“I know we need more 
housing but it surprises 
me.”

Drinking session led to 


accidental death

Stumbled — Darren Smart 


A MAN who was out drinking died 
after stumbling into the road and 
being struck by a recovery vehicle. 

Senior Coroner Robin Balmain 
concluded at Smethwick Coroners 
Court that Darren Smart, of King 
Street, Dudley, was killed in a road 
traffic collision. 

Mr Smart, described by his sister 
as ‘the life and soul of the party’, 
was said to have such high levels of 
alcohol in his system that it would 
have led to ‘extreme drunkenness’ 
in the average social drinker. 


Mr Smart, 39, died on The Parade 
on September 27 from multiple in¬ 
juries. His death had been treated 
as a hit-and-run but the coroner’s 
court heard how truck driver Paul 
Darby hadn’t been aware he had hit 
anyone until he read about the col¬ 
lision the following day. 

Mr Darby, of Merryfield Road, 
Dudley, said: “ I was on the iPad 
checking the local news. The head¬ 
line was about an accident on a road 
I had driven along the night before 
at the same time. I put two-and-two 


together and went to the police.” 

Mr Darby said: “I was driving just 
normal speed. I was making my way 
up a hill. I heard a loud bang and I 
thought I had hit a house brick or 
the straps at the sides of my vehicle 
had come loose. When there’s a car 
on the back I’m used to loud noises. 

“There was no damage to the 
truck. I found that the mudguard 
had gone and I figured it must have 
fallen off and I had run over it.” 

Mr Balmain, concluding the cause 
of Mr Smart’s death, said: “The pa¬ 


thologist found 422 microgrammes 
of alcohol in his blood. I’m told that 
350 microgrammes could be fatal on 
its own. 

“The pathologist said that it could 
have led to extreme drunkenness in 
the average social drinker. 

“It appears Mr Smart fell and 
stumbled into the road at the same 
time Mr Darby drove past. It seems 
he went into the side of the vehicle.” 

Mr Smart’s sister, Karen Shot- 
ton, said: “Darren was the life and 
soul of the party.” 


Neighbours' row over dog 
mess ended in violence 


A DISPUTE over a dog fouling a Dudley street 
left a 65-year-old man with multiple fractures 
to his face. 

Darren Hayes savagely attacked neighbour Ivan Stevens 
whose pet he blamed for the mess. Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that violence flared after the unemployed 
47-year-old launched a verbal assault on the wife of the 
other man. Mr Mark Rees, prosecuting, said: “She was out 


Call to put 
strike leader 
on new coin 

THE new one pound coin 
should be adorned with a 
picture of the woman who 
led women chainmakers in 
a strike that changed the 
lives of the poor, a Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate says.

Mary Macarthur on the new 
coin, announced last week 
by Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne. 

Edwardian trade unionist 
and women’s rights cam¬ 
paigner Mary Macarthur 
led the women chainmakers 
of Cradley Heath in 1910 
when they went on a ten- 
week strike which paved the 
way for the minimum wage. 

Miss Peacock, Labour 
candidate in Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis for the 2015 
election, said: “ 

“Mary Macarthur was a 
powerful woman. She stood 
up for the metal working 
trades that made the UK 
prosperous. We should cel¬ 
ebrate her life and honour 
the millions of manufactur¬ 
ing workers who made this 
country great. 

“Like we do with bank 
notes, we should use the 
new £1 coin to celebrate 
great innovators.”

“He pushed 
the victim, who ended up on 
the ground where he was 
punched at least twice.” 

Mr Stevens was knocked 
unconscious and passerby 
Mr Stephen Rowson, a par¬ 
amedic, gave first aid and 
called an ambulance. Mr 
Stevens was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with fractures to bones 
around his eyes and nose. 
His glasses and watch were 
smashed. The lawyer said 
Mr Stevens still suffered 
pain and saw flashing lights. 

Mr Simon Hanns, for 
Hayes, said: “He is a man 
who has had a number of 
difficulties and believed that 
the injured party’s dog had 
fouled the area around his 
house on a number of occa¬ 
sions. The matter escalated 
and resulted in unpleasant 
injuries, for which the de¬ 
fendant is truly sorry.” 

Hayes, of Grenville Road, 
who had previous convic¬ 
tions for battery and as¬ 
sault, admitted wounding. 
He was given an 18 month 
jail sentence suspended 
under supervision for 18 
months and ordered to pay 
£500 to the victim.

The lengthy queue snaked around 
Brierley Hill’s Copthorne Hotel where 
Aldi held a jobs fair on Friday for its 
stores in the Black Country and neigh¬ 
bouring areas. 

Job hunters started arriving more 
than an hour before the event began 
at 1pm. They turned out to vye for 40 
jobs divided between branches in Dud¬ 


ley, Stourbridge, Halesowen, Brierley 
Hill, Netherton, Wollaston, Kidder¬ 
minster and Bridgnorth. 

Mini-interview 

Job seekers were given a mini-inter¬ 
view with management teams fbefore 
handing in their CVs and contact de¬ 
tails. 

Those who have landed a job with 
the chain will be told in just over a 
week’s time. 

Job hunter Sharon Homer, 47, of 


Cradley Heath, said she was ‘very sur¬ 
prised’ at the turn-out. 

The former care support worker 
said. “It is very difficult to find work 
at the moment. But I have to confess 
to being very surprised at the number 
of people who have turned out. I knew 
it would be busy but never imagined 
anything on his scale. 

Area manager Leon Donald said: “A 
previous event similar to this attracted 
around 1,500 people so we knew this 
event would be well attended.” 


Action likely to 
shut many schools 

MORE than 100 schools 
were due to close across 
the West Midlands yester¬ 
day because of strike ac¬ 
tion. The day of action was 
being organised by the Na¬ 
tional Union of Teachers 
as part of a dispute over 
pay and conditions. 

Councillor Tim Crump¬ 
ton, education chief of 
Dudley Council, said: “It is 
a shame it has come to this. 

“Workers are carrying 
out their legal right to take 
industrial action against 
the employer, which in this 
case is the Government.”

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More council housing for borough 


A SCHEME to build 17 council 
houses has been submitted after 
Dudley Council was awarded a 
grant of £385,000 for the project. 

The local authority has identified 
two sites suitable for redevelop¬ 
ment, the old depots at The Walk 
in Sedgley, and Norfolk Road, Am- 
blecote. 

The council was awarded the cash 
from the Government’s Homes and 


Communities Agency to build coun¬ 
cil housing in the borough. The au¬ 
thority is also investing a further £2 
million in the scheme. 

It follows the successful comple¬ 
tion of 99 new homes which were 
built on six sites across the borough 
in 2012. 

These were the first council 
houses to be built in Dudley in more 
than 20 years. 


Bosses said a decision would be 
made on the new homes in the sum¬ 
mer as ecology surveys have first to 
be carried out at the sites. 

If permission is granted, the au¬ 
thority plans to begin work at the 
two sites this autumn. 

Proposals at The Walk are for a 
block of flats which will include six 
two-bedroom apartments, and three 
two-bedroom houses. Meanwhile, 


eight two-bedroom flats are planned 
for Norfolk Road. Both schemes will 
provide supported housing. 

Cabinet member for housing 
Councillor Steve Waltho said there 
was a need for more council houses 
in the borough. He added: “This is 
a significant investmen. Although 
these are small scale developments, 
they will provide essential homes 
for people today and in the future.” 


Father and son jailed 
for violence at garage 


A FATHER and son who launched an attack 
on two men at a car repair garage in Brierley 
Hill have been jailed for a total of 30 months. 

Wayne Smith, 23, was among a gang of eight men led 
by his father Walter Smith, 57, who barged into a garage 
armed with metal bars and wooden clubs. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard Smith senior dam¬ 
aged two vehicles with a large wooden pole before using it 
to strike the business owner H Peter Madeley 
across the face during the ®----— 


attack on June 29. 

Walter and Wayne Smith, 
both of Bank Road, Neth- 
erton, pleaded guilty to 
unlawful wounding. They 
received prison sentences of 
16 months and 14 months 
respectively. A separate 
charge of aggravated bur¬ 
glary was ordered to remain 
on each defendant’s file. 

Prosecutor Miss Nazneen 
Sultan said Smith senior 
suspected the garage owner 
had been responsible for 
a burglary at his business 
premises two days earlier. 

“The victim was at work 
at his unit with another 
man when a group of eight 
men led by Walter Smith 
barged through the gates,” 
she said. “Walter Smith in¬ 
itially damaged two vehicles 
with a long wooden stick 
before hitting the victim in 
the face, smashing his front 
teeth. Several members of 
the group set about the vic¬ 
tim, hitting him with metal 
bars and wooden sticks.” 

She said a second man 
attempted to intervene but 
he was struck and lost con¬ 


sciousness. “When he got up 
Wayne Smith struck him to 
the left side of his head with 
a tyre lever,” she added. 

The court heard the ga¬ 
rage owner suffered a cut 
to his head which required 
10 stitches and had his front 
teeth plate smashed, while 
the other man needed seven 
stitches for a cut forehead. 

Mr Nicholas Tatlow, de¬ 
fending Walter Smith, told 
the court his client had 
acted out of character. 

“He may have lost control 
and released several weeks 
worth of built up frustration 
and anger,” he said. “He 
deeply regrets what he has 
done. His remorse is magni¬ 
fied by the fact he involved 
his son.” 

Defending Wayne Smith, 
Miss Raquel Simpson said: 
“He acted through mis¬ 
placed loyalty to his father.” 

Recorder Mr Stuart 
Sprawson said: “Anyone 
who takes the law into their 
own hands and uses weap¬ 
ons to attack people at their 
business premises must ex¬ 
pect to go to prison.” 


unemployment still falling 

NEW figures show a record number of people in work and 
continuing falls in unemployment. Jobless queues are also 
getting shorter in Dudley. 

Nationwide just over 30 million people are in jobs, up 
by 459,000 on a year ago, the highest figure since records 
began in 1971, according to the Office for National Statis¬ 
tics. 

In Dudley the February claimant count was down by 45 
on January’s figure, to 8,226 or 4.2 per cent of the bor¬ 
ough’s working population. In Wyre Forest there was more 
dramatic fall of 123, down to 1,682 or 2.8 per cent.

NINE out of ten families 
in Dudley North say their 
finances are not improving, 
according to an MP’s sur¬ 
vey. 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin sent the survey to 
thousands of his constitu¬ 
ents and says 87 per cent of 
respondents claimed their 
family finances were not im¬ 
proving, with less than one 
in three saying that they 
were optimistic about the 
year ahead.

Respondents said 
that rising energy bills were 
the biggest drain on family 
budgets with 86 per cent 
saying that they were a con¬ 
cern, and two-thirds said 
that they were also worried 
about the cost of food and 
everyday household items. 

Sixty per cent of respond¬ 
ents knew someone who 
has been out of work longer 
than six months.

“Talking to local people it’s 
clear that they’re seriously 
worried about the future.

Pervert's 
appeal is 
rejected 
by judges 

A SECURITY guard who 
raped and sexually abused 
girls as young as seven over 
a 30-year period has had an 
appeal against his convic¬ 
tions turned down. 

Mark Henry Allen, aged 
72, of Hillside Road, Dud¬ 
ley, was jailed for 13 years 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court in March 2009 for sex 
crimes against three under¬ 
age victims. 

At the Criminal Appeal 
Court in London, he asked 
Lady Justice Rafferty, Mr 
Justice Royce and Judge 
Simon Tonking to overturn 
his convictions, arguing that 
he didn’t receive a fair trial. 

The court heard Allen 
began abusing girls as young 
as five in the 1970s. He was 
stopped in 2006 after a vic¬ 
tim went to the authorities. 
He had denied any wrongdo¬ 
ing but was found guilty . 

Lawyers argued the jury 
should have been given a 
modified good character di¬ 
rection, pointing out that 
he had no previous convic¬ 
tions for sex crimes. It was 
submitted that the failure 
of the judge to do so had 
deprived Allen of ‘an impor¬ 
tant shield’ in his denial. 

Lady Justice Rafferty 
threw out his complaints. 
“There is nothing in this 
application and it is dis¬ 
missed,” she concluded.

THE Pope has appointed 
a new bishop for the West 
Midlands. Father Robert 
Byrne will take over as Aux¬ 
iliary Bishop of Birming¬ 
ham at St Chad’s Cathedral 
on May 13.

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Luke 'Skywalker' explores

LUKE ‘Skywalker’ Jew is on the 
brink of going where no man has 
gone before by exploring the origin 
of the universe in the first few sec¬ 
onds after the Big Bang. 

The Stourbridge student is de¬ 
lighted that American cosmologists 
have announced that they have 
opened a window beyond the Milky 
Way to see traces from the split-sec¬ 
ond after the Big Bang that started 
everything 14 billion years ago. 

Luke, 23, and a team from Oxford 
University, where he is studying for 


his doctorate at Oriel College, are in 
the final stages of calibrating a tel¬ 
escope in the South African desert, 
which aims to discover more. 

“We will be filtering out the Milky 
Way to explore the area opened up 
by this pinprick which was an¬ 
nounced at the Harvard-Smithso- 
nian Centre for Astrophysics,” said 
Luke, a former pupil at Oldswinford 
Hospital School. 

“The discovery, made by an in¬ 
ternational collaboration from the 
Bicep — Background Imaging of 


origin of universe 


Cosmic Extragalactic Polarisation 
— telescope at the South Pole, is the 
Holy Grail of cosmology. 

“It will probably win a Nobel 
prize because, for the first time, 
it proves the theory of primordial 
gravitational waves, which are an 
echo of the Big Bang which caused 
the universe to expand rapidly and 
hugely - something we call inflation. 

“For us it has opened up a win¬ 
dow through which we plan to see 
the wider picture of the Big Bang 
and the creation of the universe.” 


Luke, who lives with his mother, 
Jane, sister Eva and brothers Joe 
and Danny in Heath Street, Stour¬ 
bridge, is nicknamed ‘Skywalker’ by 
his family. 

He is working with the CBASS 
(C-Band All Sky Survey) project, a 
collaboration by the Universities of 
Oxford and Manchester helping to 
build a telescope at Hartebeesthoek, 
near Johannesburg. 

Luke will return to South Africa 
this spring to help move the tele¬ 
scope to the remote Karoo desert.

‘Deadlock’ 
warning on 
supermarket 

A MAJOR scheme to trans¬ 
form the site of derelict of¬ 
fice block in Dudley could 
be delayed, warns a senior 
Tory councillor. 

Proposals to demolish for¬ 
mer Inland Revenue offices 
Cavendish House are in 
the pipeline ahead of rede¬ 
velopment. Permission has 
been awarded to two rival 
schemes for a supermarket 
on the site, off Trindle Road.

Department of Transport 
inspector of air accidents 
Robert Vickery said Mr Tol¬ 
lerton’s flight logs showed 
he undertook 12 training 
flights in 2006 to 2007 and 
had 12 hours five minutes 
airborne time. Since then 
he had flown 82 times. 

He said Civil Aviation Au¬ 
thority standard pilot train¬ 
ing was for a minimum of 
15 hours with an instructor, 
seven hours solo, plus exams 
and training. A valid medi¬ 
cal certificate is required. 

“As far as we know he had 
not got this qualification,” 
said Mr Vickery. 

Checks showed that the 
microlight was in a good 
condition but it was not 
registered and had not been 
inspected by officials since 
May 2009. Craft should be 
inspected annually. It had 
been de-registered in No¬ 
vember 2012. 

“Therefore the aircraft 
could not be considered as 
being airworthy despite 
being in good condition,” 
said Mr Vickery. 

He added: “What struck 
me was that the cables dis¬ 
appeared into the lines fur¬ 
rowed in the field, also the 
telegraph posts. I believe 
the cables, the posts and the 
angle of the sun low in the 
sky conspired to hide them¬ 
selves, causing Mr Tollerton 
not to see them until it was 
too late.” 

The jury returned a ver¬ 
dict that Mr Tollerton died 
as a result of an accident.

Muriel Thatcher, Dudley 
Zoo’s biggest fan since 
the opening day in 1937 

A FIRST captivating visit to 
Dudley Zoo by a little girl on 
its opening day 77 years ago 
started what would become a 
lifelong love affair. 

Now aged 87, Muriel Thatcher 
has visited the attraction at least 
twice a month ever since she was 
first spellbound by the Castle Hill 
attraction at the age of 10. She has 
since even adopted 23 of the animals 
that callDudley Zoological Gardens 
their home. 

And now the zoo has presented Muriel, 
who has to catch two buses on a three- 
hour round trip to get there, with life 
membership and an engraved bench in 
her honour. 

First 

Miss Thatcher, from Wednesfield, 
recalls her first visit to the zoo on its 
opening day on May 6, 1937, like it was 
yesterday. 

She said: “When I heard that a zoo 
was opening, I begged my mum that she 
would take me and my younger sister. 

“My first ever visit was just magical. I 
had never seen exotic animals. 

“On the opening day, we waited for 
hours upon end as queues to get in 
snaked around the block and my mum 
wanted to give up and go home but I 
begged her to stay. 

“When we got in, it was worth every 
minute that we waited and I felt like I 
was taken to another world.” 

She has been so dedicated to the zoo’s 
animals over what equates to more than 
2,000 visits, that she even took food in 
for them during the Second World War. 

“Visiting the zoo during the war was 


sack kitted out with a hot drinks flask 
and a packet of biscuits as zoo chairman 
Neil Cutler and zoo chief executive Peter 
Suddock gave her free life membership. 

She said: “The bench is beautiful and 
very comfortable and I joked that I will 
need a truck to push it round with me. 

“The flask is also very thoughtful, the 
staff have obviously spotted me having 
my picnics. 

“It’s such a special place and I love 
visiting as often as I can. 

“I’ve seen lots of changes over the past 
77 years and it has improved no end, but 
I definitely believe it’s the best it has 
ever been. 

“The staff are so wonderful and the 
work they do with the animals is bril¬ 
liant.” 

Being perhaps the zoo’s biggest fan, 
Miss Thatcher has become a VIP over 
the years and is always invited to any 
special functions. 

“They do treat me very well and they 
let me hold some of the smaller animals 
whenever I go,” she said. 

“They will send a car for me if there 
is a function but I don’t like all the fuss 
and would even go if I had to walk all the 
way there.”

concentrate on the war effort,” she said. 

“Adding to that, the zoo had irreg¬ 
ular opening hours because of air raid 
scares and the blackouts. 

“Nevertheless, I still tried to go as 
much as possible and I used to take any 
food scraps for the animals, as food was 
scarce for humans let alone animals, 
and so I felt sorry for them. 

“I particularly hold fond in my heart 
memories from the great summer of 
1969. The atmosphere at the zoo was so 
electric and everyone had a blast. 


“Everyone was happy because of the 
glorious weather and people were eat¬ 
ing ice cream after ice cream to keep 
cool. 

“Even the elephants, who are used 
to high heats, were having to be con¬ 
stantly cooled down with big buckets of 
water.” 

Miss Thatcher, who helped to open 
the zoo’s new £40,000 Penguin Bay ex¬ 
hibit in May 2012, will now be able to 
sit on her very own bench in the Lemur 
Wood. 

She was also presented with a ruck¬ 


But with so many experiences at the 
zoo to remember, she does recall her 
favourite moment from across the 77 
years. 

“I was lucky enough to even be invited 
to a special audience to watch one of the 
tigers, Sarah, give birth to her cubs,” 
she said. “The whole thing lasted about 
20 minutes and it was such an amazing 
spectacle. 

“I just love Dudley Zoo, it’s a very spe¬ 
cial place for me and I never tire of it. 

“I cannot imagine life without the 
zoo. The staff are like family and it’s the 
most magical place.” 

She added: “Now that I’m saving on 
an annual pass, I’ll be able to spend 
more money on treats for my favourite 
animals.”

AS a keen train-spotter in my youth — 
there wasn’t much else to do in Tipton 
in those days — I have always main¬ 
tained an interest in the railways. 

The new head of HS2 has announced 
his intention to speed up the building 
of the project, bringing it forward by 
six years. He claims to have spent time 
in the Midlands and the North and says 
he is passionate about re-balancing the 
economy to bring jobs and wealth to 
those regions. He also claims that the 
West Coast Main Line is, and I quote 
/‘Victorian”. He must be well aware of 
the fact that it was completely re-laid 


and re-vamped for electrification in 
the 1960s.

Lot of catching-up 
over apprenticeships 

WHOSE fault is the current skills gap? Having read that 
earlier this month was designated as National Apprentice¬ 
ship Week, I am provoked to repeat the contents of a letter 
published some four to five years ago. 

The present Government is endeavouring to ‘reinvent 
the wheel’. When Margaret Thatcher’s Government took 
charge there existed around 70 to 80 training boards re¬ 
sponsible for ensuring adequate skills training for a great 
variety of industries. 

I was for 30 years involved with industrial training firstly 
with Joseph Sankey & Sons Ltd and later as a lecturer at 
Dudley Technical College. Training was then closely mon¬ 
itored by the Engineering Industry Training Board, who 
ensured a high level of achievement for apprentices. These 
boards were funded by a levy on companies of a certain 
minimum size and did a really good job in maintaining high 
skills levels. During the Thatcher Government these were 
mostly discontinued (as far as I am aware the only sur¬ 
vivors are those for the construction and road transport 
industries). Myself and many others expressed concern at 
this decision but to no avail and the 30 year skills gap is the 
result. There is now a great amount of catching up to do.

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Tragedy in the sun as 
balcony fall kills father

IT had been a sunshine geta¬ 
way with the family he adored 
in luxury surroundings. But 
the dream family holiday to 
Turkey ended in tragedy. 

A coroner has ruled that father-of- 
two Richard Handley most likely died 
in an accident when he fell from the 
top floor balcony of his hotel room. 

His wife Rachel is still trying to 
come to terms with the fact that she 
will probably never know exactly what 
happened. 

Mr Handley, 39, of Netherton, was 
found by a gardener outside the Baia 
Lara Hotel,in Antalya on August 31, 
2012. 

Smethwick Coroners Court heard 
that Mr Handley had been on holiday 
with Rachel and daughter Paige, now 
nine. Mrs Handley, of Fladbury Close, 
Netherton, said the family had re¬ 
turned to their hotel room, on the top 
floor of the building, at around 3.30pm 
the previous day. 

She told the inquest she and her 
husband had been drinking alcohol 
earlier that day. 

Hottest 

“He had been drinking vodka and 
coke and I had cocktails,” she said. “It 
did not seem to affect him. Richard did 
not seem drunk. 

“We were nearing the end of our 
holiday and went back to the hotel 
room at around 3.30pm. It was the 
hottest part of the day so we all had 
showers and went to sleep.” 

Mrs Handley said she had woken up 
at around 9.30pm and her husband 
was not there. She had gone back to 
sleep and was awoken by the phone 
early the next morning. 

“All the person on the other end 
asked was if my husband was with 
me,” she said. “I told them he wasn’t 
there. 

“Richard was very in to his fitness, 


he absolutely loved the gym, and 
sometimes he used to go down to the 
beach for a run during the morning. 
Thinking this is what had happened I 
got Paige and myself ready to go and 
meet him. It was only when I left the 
room and was on my way the hotel 
manager called me over and said Rich¬ 
ard had been found. His body was still 
outside.” 


A tent had been set up around her 
husband’s body and police attended. 

Senior Black Country Coroner Mr 
Robin Balmain said: “A post-mortem 
was carried out in this country which 
found the cause of death to be severe 
head injuries, as may be expected. 

“Although we do not know for cer¬ 
tain, it is most likely Mr Handley fell 
over the balcony.”

THE WAY I SEE IT n 


IN the Commons I spoke 
during the Budget debate 
to welcome several meas¬ 
ures which will build a resil¬ 
ient economy as part of the 
Government’s long-term 
economic plan to put this 
country back on the path to 
sustained growth. 

The deficit is down by a 
third and in the coming year 
it will be down by a half. But 
it is still one of the highest 
in the world, so the Govern¬ 
ment are right to be taking 
action to bring it down fur¬ 
ther. 

I spoke in support of 
measures to retain ener¬ 
gy-intensive industry in the 
UK and in my constituency. 

There are even positive 
signs of re-shoring, whereby 
industries and companies 
are bringing back to the UK 
some manufacturing that 
had gone offshore.

selves and their families. 
Although we are getting on 
top of our debts as a nation, 
for many decades Britain 
has borrowed too much and 
saved too little.

Support for savers is, 
rightly, at the centre of the 
Budget. 

The personal tax changes 
will see the allowance in¬ 
creased in 2015-16 to lift 
27,000 more people out of 
income tax altogether, and 
2,120,000 people will see an 
average real terms gain of 
£62 in the West Midlands. 



I support the improve¬ 
ments to pension flexibility, 
particularly with the funda¬ 
mental reform of the taxa¬ 
tion of defined contribution 
pensions. 

From April 2015, the 
Government will legislate 
to remove all remaining 
tax restrictions on how to 
access defined contribution 
pension pots, which means 
that no-one will have buy an 
annuity if they do not want 
to. Those who still want the 
certainty of an annuity, as 
many will, will be able to 
shop around for the best 
deal. There will be no puni¬ 
tive 55 per cent tax rate for 


those who take more than 
their tax-free lump sum. It 
will still be possible to take 
25 per cent of the pension 
pot tax free on retirement 
but what is taken above the 
tax-free lump sum will be 
taxed at normal marginal 
rates, not 55 per cent as at 
the moment. 

We will have a new guar¬ 
antee, enforced in law, that 
everyone who retires on a 
DC scheme will be offered 
free, impartial, face-to-face 
advice. 

We now know that man¬ 
ufacturing halved under 
Labour, with all bets effec¬ 
tively being on the City of 
London, and look where 
that got us. Now manufac¬ 
turing is growing again, and 
jobs are being created in 
Dudley and the Black Coun¬ 
try, and across the country. 

As regular readers will 
know, week in, week out 
I visit businesses — often 
in manufacturing or engi¬ 
neering, or connected to 
those industries — and the 
optimism I am finding is re¬ 
flected in the figures, with 
1.7 million new private sec¬ 
tor jobs having been created 
since May 2010. 

Investment and exports 
are also up. But we have 20 
years of catching up to do, so 
the Government are right to 
be backing businesses that 
invest and export. 

With the help of the Brit¬ 
ish people the Government 
is turning the economy 
around. The reward is eco¬ 
nomic security for families 
in Dudley and throughout 
the country.

NIP toasts success of 


vineyard's new centre 


A VISITOR centre could help 
bring 150,000 visitors a year 
to an expanding vineyard 
near Stourbridge. 

The owners of Halfpenny Green 
Vineyards at Bobbington say the 
site is becoming increasingly im¬ 
portant as a tourist destination 
following the opening of new 
buildings which will allow visitors 
to watch the wine makers at work. 

South Staffordshire MP Gavin Wil¬ 
liamson was taken on a tour of the 
new wine-tasting centre this month 
and toured the newly extended winery. 

Sales and marketing manager Tina 
Abbiss said the vineyard in Tom Lane 
already attracted 100,000 visitors a 
year. 

Increase 


“We’re hoping that the new tasting 
centre will allow us to increase our 
numbers to 150,000 a year,” she said. 

The new centre, called The Wine 
House, has viewing area allowing visi¬ 
tors to watch the wine-making process 
taking place. 

“As well as being open to anybody 
who calls in during the day, it will be 
used for corporate events, coach par¬ 
ties and wine-tasting sessions,” said 
Miss Abbiss. 

Mr Williamson was shown around 
the winery, where winemaker and di¬ 
rector Clive Vickers demonstrated the 
new equipment which will allow Half¬ 
penny Green to double its capacity. 

He said the extra capacity would 

g llow the vineyard to produce 85,000 
ottles of its own wines this year, 
as well as a further 100,000 bottles 
under contract for other vineyards. 

The investment, which runs into 
‘hundreds of thousands of pounds’, in¬ 
cludes a third wine press, new fermen¬ 
tation tanks and chiller unit. 

Mr Vickers, whose father Martin

planted the vineyard in 1983, said 
tourism was becoming an increasingly 
important aspect of their work. 

“We are getting a growing number 
of coach operators who run mystery 
tours who are getting in touch with 
us, including us on their itinerary,” 
he said.

“It is a side of the business we would 
like to grow. The more visitors we get 
here, the more wine we sell, and it also 
means more people using the fisheries, 
the shop and the tea rooms. 

Mr Williamson said afterwards: “It 
is great to see a rural business going 
from strength to strength.”

Mr Saleem, known affectionately as 
King Shazad, said he was proud of the 
achievement and thanked his family 
for their support. 

“I am truly honoured to receive the 
Iconic Stone Lifter award. I want to 
give special thanks to Lord Nazir who 
invited us at the House of Lords,” he 
said. “A special mention must go to 
my brothers Mohammed Aurangzeb 
and Shahzada Tan veer for their sup¬ 
port throughout my career and my s.on 
Shaz Saleem who did me proud with 
his speech. 

“I want to thank all my fans, with¬ 
out your love and support this award 
recognition would never have been 
possible.” 

Mr Saleem was born in Pakistan but 
his family moved to England when he 
was aged just one and settled in Dud¬ 
ley borough. 

He was a keen sportsman growing 
up and was so inspired by the stone 
lifters that he decided to take up the 
sport himself in around 1983 aged just 
16.

Two years later he become the 
youngest world champion when he 
lifted a stone weighing 160kg or 
around 3501bs at an event in Birming¬ 
ham when he only weighed around 12 
stones himself. 

“When people heard about him, they 
couldn’t believe it and that curiosity 
brought the sport back from the brink 
really,” said his son Shaz. 

In stone lifting, competitors lift a 
huge block off the ground with one 
hand and press from his chest. 

During his career he gathered fans 
both across Britain eventually setting

a benchmark of 441 lbs or 201kg in 
1995. 

He also travelled to Pakistan having 
been challenged to match that mark in 
the country and he did so in front of a 
crowd of 50,000 adoring fans. 

Since bowing out of the sport he has 
concentrated on running the family 
taxi business, Beacon Taxis based in 
Sedgley, and his own sports academy. 

The annual Dudley Mela, showcas¬ 
ing Asian sport, was renamed in his 
honour Dudley Shazad Mela and Mr 
Saleem won the Duncan Edwards civic 
award for sport in 2011.

Retirement village being 
proposed for school site 


A HOUSING development will be 
built on part of the site of a for¬ 
mer school under new plans rec¬ 
ommended for approval. 

William Davis Limited has submitted 
proposals for nine homes on the northern 
part of the old Cradley High School site. 

Midland Heart has already begun work 
on nearby £18million retirement village, 
which will have 120 apartments. It is being 
built on the main part of the site which was 
left vacant when the school was demolished 
in 2010. 

A planning application for the new 
homes has been submitted to Dudley Coun- 
cil. Planning officers have supported the

scheme saying it will bring the site back 
into use. The development would be made 
up of five detached houses and two pairs 
of semi-detached houses. They would all be 
two-storey and finished in brick and tile. 

One letter of objection was lodged which 
raised concerns about the new houses being 
out of character with the surrounding area 
and fears about an increase in traffic. 

A report which will go before councillors 
next week said: “This is a reserved matters 
application for the erection of nine dwell¬ 
ings that follows on from the granting of 
outline planning permission for the erec¬ 
tion of dwellings on the site as part of the 


application for the redevelopment of the 
wider site.” 

Work on the retirement village is ex¬ 
pected to be completed in spring next year. 
The complex will feature a range of facili¬ 
ties including a bar, coffee shop, restaurant, 
activity hall, gym and library. 

The apartments would be available to 
buy or rent, or as shared ownership. 

Every unit will have its own front en¬ 
trance door, while bigger apartments will 
incorporate a second bedroom, with enough 
space for wheelchair access. There would 
also be garden and woodland areas. 

The development in Cradley follows in 
the footsteps of similar schemes in Dudley 
and Coseley.

Unique snaps relive 
the rock 'n' roll years 


UNIQUE photographs, taken 
by music manager Jim Simp¬ 
son, feature in an exhibition 
on the heady days of rock ‘n’ 
roll at a Black Country library. 

Mr Simpson, a music photographer 
and the original manager of Black 
Sabbath, is showing off his collection 
of rare photographs at West Bromwich 
Central Library until this weekend. 

Jagger, The Killer and The Prettiest 
Man In Rock and Roll, features 40 im¬ 
ages of artists, including Mick Jagger, 
Jerry Lee Lewis and Little Richard, 
during visits to the West Midlands. 

Mr Simpson was the founder of the 
Birmingham-based Big Bear record 
company. Many of the pictures, which 
come from his personal collection, 
have not been seen for more than 40 
years. 

“Back in the 60s, I was playing in 
a band called Locomotive, and I was 
a photographer for Melody Maker,” 
said the 75-year-old, who grew up in 
Halesowen. “I used to take pictures 
for them, but I also used to keep some

back for myself, and the pictures in the 
exhibition are some of those,” he said. 

Jagger’s band The Rolling Stones 
feature, along with Chuck Berry, Nina 
Simone, John Lee Hooker and Rod 
Stewart. 

The first official publicity shots of 
The Moody Blues, and The Move, 
along with photographs of The Spen¬ 
cer Davis Group are also on show. 

The photographs give a fascinating 
insight into how musicians appeared 
when they were not performing. 

“I remember Cream, with Eric Clap¬ 
ton, were playing in a pub in Yardley 
in front of 200 people, and you could 
always get backstage for a few pic¬ 
tures,” said Mr Simpson. 

“The chances of you ever getting 
that close to Clapton these days would 
seem pretty remote.” 

The exhibition will mark 45 years 


of his Big Bear label. Other stars in 
the exhibition include Cilia Black, Bill 
Haley and The Comets, and Chuck 
Berry. 

Mr Simpson started running Big 
Bear records in 1968, and it was dur¬ 
ing this time he discovered a four-piece 
band called Earth at a famous music 
night he ran in Birmingham called 
Henry’s Blues House.

“When I first saw them I could see 
they were talented and I let them play 
a few slots, the audience response 
was good so I asked if I could manage 
them,” he said. 

The band even wrote a song for 
him called, Song for Jim, but he could 
quickly see them going on to better 
things. After a suggestion by bassist 
Geezer Butler, they went to become 
Black Sabbath. 

Eventually the band went its sepa¬ 
rate way and they ended up signing up 
with Phillips Records, just two weeks 
after Jim helped them launch their 
first album Black Sabbath.

Trust statement 
expresses sadness 


at death 


HEALTH chiefs have expressed 
their sadness following the death 
of a couple who battled to live to¬ 
gether in a residential home. 

Jim and Joyce Smith finally won their 
battle to live together at Island Court res¬ 
idential care home in Dudley in January, 
but within four days 90-year-old Mrs Smith 
suffered a massive stroke. 

She died on February 10 and her hus¬ 
band, a 96-year-old D-Day veteran, died 20 
days later, having been unable to see his 
wife because of his ill health. 

They had been separated since Mr Smith 
went to live in Island Court in Septem¬ 
ber last year, after being discharged from 
Russells Hall Hospital where he had been 
treated for a kidney complaint. 

His wife of 44 years was initially told she 
would have to stay at her flat in Brunei 
Court, Wombourne, because her condition 
was not serious enough to warrant full-time

care. She was eventually allowed to move 
into Island Court at the end of January 
after being taken into hospital herself. 

Staffordshire and Stoke-on-Trent Part¬ 
nership NHS Trust said it wished to express 
its sympathy to the family. A statement 
said: “As a provider of community health 
and adult social care services, supporting 
people to live as independently as possible 
is one of Staffordshire and Stoke-on-Trent 
Partnership NHS Trust’s key priorities. We 
constantly review and reassess the require¬ 
ments of the needs of all our service users to 
ensure they receive the appropriate level of 
care and in the most suitable place. 

“In January, we were able to place Mrs 
Smith with her husband and were very 
saddened to hear she died shortly after. 
Wherever possible we would want to keep 
people together and would regular review 
their needs to ensure that, as their needs 
change, the care they receive continues to 
be the most appropriate.”

IT was a scene like many others that 
would have played out during the 
dark days of the First World War - two 
young lovers taking a late-night stroll 
through the Bradley area of Bilston.

Kaiser’s airforce, got lost in the fog 
on their way to bomb Liverpool. When 
they saw the canals and waterways of 
the Black Country, they mistakenly 
thought they thought they were the 
docks and dropped their deadly cargo. 

Devastation 

The story of devastation across the 
Black Country during the airship raids 
of January and February, 1916, was 
brought to life in a fact-based opera by 
the people of Wolverhampton. 


Zeppelin Dreams featured children 
from East Park Primary, Uplands 
Junior and Aldersley High, amateur 
actors from the Discovery Drama 
Group, Get-in! Grand Theatre Youth 
Scheme and Adult Group and the Uni¬ 
versity of Wolverhampton, and music 
from the Azaad Dhol Group and the 
city’s Music Education Hub Orchestra. 

The collaboration between the 
Grand Theatre and the English Tour¬ 
ing Opera tells the story of the doomed 
Bilston couple.

l\lew case is too close 
to home for Martha 


N ever mix business with 
pleasure, and never work 
with your loved ones. 

Martha really should have kept 
those ideas at the forefront of her 
mind before agreeing to take on the 
case of her ex-boyfriend Sean. 

Instead, she’s up to her neck in 
problems, most of them caused by 
the fact that she can’t consider the 
facts coolly and dispassionately 
because of their shared history - 
and his reappearance has shaken 
the legal eagle in other ways too. 

“Martha has to start to reassess 
what is really important in her life,” 
says Maxine Peake, who plays her. 
‘This person’s arrival forces Martha 
to remember the person she was 
and why she embarked on the 
career she did. 

“She realises that things have 
changed greatly and that her 
teenage goals and ideals have 
gone somewhat out of the window.” 

It’s clear to regular viewers that 
Martha has convinced herself that 
Sean wouldn’t lie to her, and so is 


blind to the massive holes in his 
story - holes so big, Clive could 
repeatedly drive a lorry through 
them without touching the sides. 

In fact, he repeatedly tells her 
something along similar lines, but 
instead of making her see sense, 
his words merely make her dig her 
heels in and become more 
determined than ever to clear 
Sean’s name. 

“Clive hates her ex-boyfriend and 
they end up having a massive fight,” 
says Rupert Penry-Jones, Peake’s 
co-star since the series began. “It 
took a while to shoot but even 
longer to get over the bruises - we 
were a bit bashed up! We were 
throwing each other around and 
against walls, but how much of it 
will end up in the final cut I don’t 
know.” 

To make matters worse, Martha’s 
behaviour makes her colleagues 
wonder if she has what it takes to 
lead the firm into the future - and 
she herself is forced to question her 
long-term career as a barrister after 
the verdict is read out... 


But what impact will the trial have 
on Martha and Clive’s relationship? 
After all, it’s clear there’s a real 
spark between them.

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Honda Tourer in good shape

With more and more companies 
entering the compact estate 
market, Honda just could not 
afford to be left behind, so the 
Civic Tourer was a ‘must’ for the 
Japanese brand. 

The British-built Tourer brings 
a brand of distinctive styling and 
class-leading utility, while offering 
an impressive balance between fuel 
economy and performance. 

The Tourer has the same wheelbase as 
the hatch but is 235mm longer in rear over¬ 
hang which you would expect to have a 
detrimental effect on design. 

But it actually improves the appearance 
and gives the car a completely distinctive 
look, which is important in an age of look- 
alikes. 

Honda was determined the wedge-like 
profile would not come at the expense of 
space and surprisingly has managed to 
create a class-leading 624 litres of boot 
space, including 117 litres beneath the 
false floor. 

The space has been created by clever 
positioning of the fuel tank underneath the 
front seats, allowing the rear seats to be 
folded flat to reveal 1,668 litres of space. 

The Civic Tourer is available with the 
choice of two engines; the 1.8 i-VTEC pet¬ 
rol and the new Earth Dreams Technology 
1.6 i-DTEC diesel, and four generously 
equipped trim levels. 

Both engines come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, while the petrol car buy¬ 
ers can add a five-speed torque converter. 

The diesel costs up to £1,210 more than 


the manual petrol, but is over 60 per cent 
more fuel efficient, 72.4-74.3mpg, against 
43.5-45.6mpg, and also emits far less C02, 
99-103g/km against 146-149 g/km. 

The entry level S grade includes features 
such as Bluetooth hands-free telephone, 
DAB radio, USB connectivity and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

In addition the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, 
whilst SR customers will benefit from the 
new world-first rear Adaptive Damper Sys¬ 
tem (ADS), front heated seats, HDD navi¬ 
gation and privacy glass. 

Those who opt for the top EX grade will 
receive headlight washer, smart entry and 
start capability, sunglasses holder, interior 
blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID head¬ 
lights with auto levelling. 

Comfortable 

Up front is a comfortable place to be 
with fully-adjustable seats and steering 
column and the fascia is easily recognised 
as Honda’s with the usual combination of 
high quality plastics and easy-to-remem- 
ber switch positions. 

Every inch of space is cleverly utilised, 
meaning front and rear-seat passenger 
can be comfortably accommodated, but 
rising glass lines mean rear vision is not 
the best in sector. 

There’s no excuse for questioning the 
handling of this model because Honda 
has developed a world-first rear Adaptive 
Damper System, which automatically ad¬ 
justs the rear suspension damping force, 
enhancing stability and comfort. 

Another first is the option to add Hon¬ 
da’s new suite of safety technologies to a 
C-segment car. 

Based on the philosophy of ‘safety for

everyone’, it uses a combination of cam¬ 
eras, short-range lidar and radar to deliver 
safety in all conditions. 

The new Driver Assistance Safety Pack 
is available as a factory-fit option from SE 
models upwards for £780, with City-Brake 
Active System, forward collision warning, 
high beam support system, lane departure 
warning, traffic sign recognition system, 
and blind spot information.

A comfortable ride and superb handling
